next move on the Japanese program, 
comes from Rome. The Russian min- 
ister there is euotecl as saying that 
the Japanese have established a V-ase 
at the Elliot Island". These islands 
are not many milps distant from the 
cast coast of the Liao-Tung peninsula 
and-about 75 miles to the northeast 
of Port Arthur itself. 


cThe establishment of a base here 


would seem to indicate that Japan 
has a double purpose in view. First, 
the larfding of troops, to act as re- 
inforcements for the 
forces 
landed 


further 
down the peninsula, 
and, 


secondly, the spreading of troops 
from the islands over the mo--c north- 
ern portion of the peninsula, to cut 


railroad communication and to 


act as a rear defense while tte attack 
on Port Arthur is in progress. 


In forming belinls regarding Japa- 


nese movements however there is one 
important fact that inu^t not be lost 
sight of. The Japanese is essentially 
wily and close mouthed, and there is 
always the possibility that his move- 
ments may have an entirely different 
object from that wHr-h he appears to 
tie strning for. 
A dispatch from 


Chee Foo. China, this morning states 
that the previous attacks of the Jap- 
anese fleet were nothing more than 
skirmishes, ?n<i that their successful 
termination has be^n. as much sur- 
prise to the Japanese as it has to the 
outside world.

Mushrooms. 


Slnshnwms, even cellar grown .ones, 


which are everywhere to be had in 
large quantities, however good and 
genuine they may be, may develop a 
violent poison a few hours after they 
are picked. They are generally safer, 
however, than the wild mushrooms. 
The latter, though the genuine article, 
will sometimes absorb poison from the 
spawn of dangerous fungi wbicb lie 
in the ground they grow in and be as 
deadly as any toadstool; in fact; a 
great many of the deaths reported ev- 
ery year as-caused by toadstools mis- 
taken for mushrooms are caused by 
the true mushroom which has absorb- 
ed poison. Out of a single field one 
batch of mushrooms may be-excellent 
nnd others not fifty yards away per 
fecUy poisonous. Yet there will be no 
difference in appearance, and both wil" 
peel and show all the marks of the 
genuine article. 
There is one tes< 


wliich is generally safe—put a silver 
spoon among the mushrooms when 
they are frying, and if it trims black 
reject them: also if they show a ye3 
low tint ronnd the edges throw them 
away-—London Standard.

The man who told w this story Is 


dead or I could notHoll it without al- 
most surely occasioning 'lis death: 


'1 w:is :i poor uinn, though 1 belonged 


to a good family and had been well ed- 
ucated. At college I imbibed revolu- 
tionary, not to say communistic, doc- 
trines which influenced me, but not se- 
riously, until on couiing out of the uni- 
versity I lost iny fa&er aud the assist- 
ance he had given me; then, facing the 
world witli no means, I was drawn to 
embrace anarchism. There was no ex- 
cuse for rue. 
I was young, and the 


world was before me. I was one of 
the impractical, theorizing kind who 
prefer trying to revolutionize natural 
laws rather than work. Added to this, 
I had the faculty of inspiring others. 
I joined a band of anarchists and be- 
came a leader among them. 


'My mother bad a brother of whom I 


had never heard. He was considered 
the black sheep of the family and was 
never spoken of to me, the only child 
of his only sister. He had run away, 
as a boy and had broken his mother's 
heart by never writing a line. Up to 
the time I became an anarchist he bad 
never been heard from. Judge of my 
surprise one day to learn through so- 
licitors that this uncle bad died in 
Soutb America and left a fortune of 
$850,000 to me. 


"How quickly my theories of the 


world's wrongs vanished! I did not 
dare to break my connection with an- 
archists, but gradually ceased to attend 
meetings. One day I was horrified at 
receiving an order to assassinate one 
of the crowned heads of Europe. I 
knew well that should I refuse I would 
be myself assassinated. 
One advan- 


tage I would have in disobeying the 
order—I was rich and could isolate my- 
self from any one who might attempt 
to kill me. I turned my fortune into 
gold and disappeared. A few weeks 
later I turned up iu one of the south- 
ern states. My hair, which had been 
a light brown, was black. My Beard, 
which had been but a few tufts, was 
now luxuriant. My name was changed. 
Indeed, as little of my old self re- 
mained as I could help. I bought a 
small plantation and pretended to raise 
cotton. In its center was my house, 
and no one could reach me without 
passing a number of my employees, 
whose duty it was to keep off an en- 
emy.'1 lived for several years without 
hearing from my old associates, but 
this only assured me that at the out- 
set I had eluded them. I knew that I 
had been condemned and some one had 
be^n appointed to kill me. The only 
question was, Would my executioner 
tire of the work or be withdrawn for 
lack of funds or other causes? 


"One day I noticed that a new candy 


store had been opened in the village. 
I went inside and looked over the stock. 
It was very meager, and I bought noth- 
ing. A young woman who stood be- 
hind tbe counter looked disappointed 
and asked mexto give an order for any- 
thing I liked and sbe would execute it.

She 
promised to have them ready the next 
day and send them to me. Instead of 
sending she brought them. "When she 
was announced I told my guards to 
admit her.

looking person, and I did not desire 
to keep her away. She asked me to 
try her chocolates and tell her wherein 
they did not please me. 1 ate a few of 
them and pronounced them excellent. 
That seemed to satisfy her, and she 
left at once, though I would have been 
glad to have her remain longer. 


"In a week I went by the candy shop, 


stopped and gave her an order for some 
more chocolates. She told me that she 
knew of a new kind that she was sure 
I had never eaten. I gave her an or- 
-der for some of them, telling her that 
I would not put her to the trouble of 
sending them, but would call for them. 
I did so, but they were not ready. 1 
called again, but still they had not IMMMI 
made.

the city water of Newark: 


This sample was received from Dr. 


Henry Day, health officer, and was an- 


alyzed in compliance with the request 


cf the Newark Board of Health. The 
sample was collected by Dr. Day and 
represented the watei from the reser- 
voir and two welte. 


On account of the sample being a 


mixed one and containing surface and 
ground water, it is quite probable that 
a portion of the nitrites result from 
ihat mixture, and therefore have less 
significance than would otherwise ob- 
tain. The chlorides and nitrites are so 
low as to preclude any serious amount 
of sewage influence. The undesirable 
features aside from the nitntos are the 
ttirbioity, a littie vegetative organic 
matter and the bacterh. It is quite 
probable' that these are due to the ad- 
mittance of surface wa:er. The tur- 
bidity is rather low. "OIK the number of 
bacteria is high, and the presence of 
intestinal bacteria even so sparingly 
as in 50 cubic centimeter portions is 
not desirable in a public supply. It ap- 
pears from the analysis as a whole 


(hat 
this water is a usahle- one. with 


some undesirable features, and it is 
quite likely that these undesirable fac- 
tors are at times less in evidence than 
at the time of sampling. 


The water is relatively a soft water 


for Ohio, but it is to be noted that it 
is not free from scale forming mater- 
ial as shown by the finding for incrust- 
ing constituents. With the undesirable 
features absent or less in evidence this 
water would be quite acceptable.

patent nostrums are not countenanced 
by Christian Scientists. On the con- 
trary ,they are reprehended. 


"Christian Scientists have done al 


they properly can do in the way of 
advertising when they unobtrusively 
make known the fart that they hold 
themselves in. readiness to respond to 
calls for healing sickness or otherwise 
aiding those who desire such_services 
as come -within their province or 
line 9f duty." 


-The above is as. true today as when 


it was written, and correctly sets 
forth the attitude of Christian Scien- 
tists as being one of willingness and 
readiness to help those who desire 
their ministrations, rather than that 
of soliciting the attention and patron- 
age of persons who may be attracted 
by a skilfully worded advertisement. 


Christian Science healing is not a 


thing of barter and sale; it is a holy 
ministry into which greed, selfishness, 
and self-seekine cannot enter. The 
commercialism that bids for patron- 
age and dollars is inconsistent with 
the true sense of Christ-healing and 
must ultimately Drove to be a delu- 
sion to both practitioner and patient 
Christian Scientists know that those 
who would avail themselves of the 
healing power o? this Science must 
turn to it naturally and without un- 
due influence. 


It may be urged that unless Chris-
